and  the  county. 

The  town  of  Avery  was  connected  to  its  county  seat  by  a  rough, 
winding  dirt  road  crossing  a  mountain  pass.  The  first  12  miles  of 
road  have  now  been  replaced  by  a  rehabilitated  railroad  bed, 
providing  a  faster,  safer  and  more  scenic  drive  for  local  residents 
and  visitors  alike.

The  project  began  in  1987  after  Congress  purchased  the  rail¬ 
road  bed  for  the  Forest  Service.  The  Idaho  Panhandle  NFs  then  be¬ 
gan  a  parmership  with  the  county  to  convert  the  section  of  railroad 
bed  to  county  highway.  County  work  crews  contributed  nearly 
$200,000  in  labor,  machinery,  time  and 
materials  by  clearing  debris,  blading  the 
gravel  railroad  bed  into  shape  as  a  road, 
installing  signs  and  building  approaches 
and  installing  a  connecting  bridge  where 
the  railroad  and  old  county  road  diverge. 
The  Forest  Service  purchased  a  prefabri¬ 
cated  bridge  for  the  intersection  and  con¬ 
tracted  to  have  decking  installed  on  the 
two  railroad  trestles.  This,  combined  with 
engineering  design  and  support,  added  up 
to  over  $500,000  as  the  federal  contribu¬ 
tion. 

The  1909  Avery  Ranger  Station  was 
dedicated  earlier  the  same  day,  having 
been  added  to  the  National  Register  of 
Historic  Places.  Cooperative  efforts  over 
the  past  three  years  between  the  U.S.  Army 
Reserve  and  the  Forest  Service  resulted  in 
the  restoration  of  this  historic  building. 

The  dedications  were  celebrated  in  conjunction  with  the  an¬ 
nual  Avery  Ranger  District  Old  Timers  Reunion  and  brought 
together  Forest  Service  and  county  officials,  representatives  of 
Senator  James  McClure,  and  retired  Milwaukee  Railroad  and  For¬ 
est  Service  personnel.

Forest  Hires  Co-op  Ed  Lands  Trainee

MTm.  imand  “Tibbs”  Crispen,  the  Custer  NF,  and  Eastern 
Montana  College  formed  a  unique  partnership  in  January,  1989. 
The  Forest  provides  on-the-job  training  and  the  college  provides  a 
course  of  academic  study  leading  to  a  Bachelor’s  degree.  Crispen 
is  melding  the  two  to  achieve  a  rewarding  career  for  himself.  The 
Forest  Service  benefits  by  having  an  employee  with  both  on-the-job 
training  and  a  college  education. 

This  first-ever  partnership  is  unusual  for  two  reason.  Crispen 
is  a  first  as  a  co-op  ed  trainee  for  Lands.  For  the  academic  aspects 
of  his  training,  he  will  complete  a  business  administration  degree 
with  emphasis  on  lands  and  real  estate.  Specialized  course  work 
will  include  real  estate  law,  contract  law.  United  States  lands 
policy,  drafting,  basic  civil  engineering,  land  appraisal  and  nego¬ 
tiations.  The  coursework  is  regularly  scheduled  college  classes, 
intemships/independent  studies,  and  training  provided  by  the 
Custer  NF. 

Funding  is  the  second  reason  this  partnership  is  unique.  A 
collaborative  effort  with  area  outdoors  and  sportsman’s  clubs  is 
providing  funding  to  assist  with  travel  and  per  diem  expenses 


associated  with  Crispen’s  legal  research  on  access  issues.  Groups 
who  have  made  contributions  include  Billings  Rod  and  Gun,  Custer 
Rod  and  Gun,  Magic  City  Fly  Fishers,  Rimrock  4x4’s,  Walleye 
Unlimited,  Yellow-Horn  Fly  Fishers  and  Stillwater  Sportsmen 
Association.  Club  donations,  along  with  some  initial  funding  from 
R.O.  Lands,  have  made  this  program  possible. 

A  significant  aspect  of  Crispen’s  co-op  ed  experience  is  the 
time  each  year  he  works  on  the  Forest.  This  past  summer,  he 
researched  the  legal  tide  to  Forest  access  roads,  worked  on  with¬ 
drawals,  reviewed  and  updated  status  records,  worked  on  Districts 
to  update  dUe  records  and  worked  with  the  R.O.  status  section  to 
enter  electronic  data  for  the  LOS  (Land  Ownership  Status)  system. 

Crispen  is  a  member  of  the  Cow  Creek  Umpqua  Tribe  from 
south  central  Oregon.  Growing  up  in  rural  Montana  and  Oregon  has 
shaped  much  of  his  positive  and  concerned  atdtude  about  the 
environment.  A  background  in  agriculture  and  dmber  convinced 
Crispen  that  he  wanted  a  college  degree  and  a  career  rather  than  a 
job.  Involvement  in  the  Custer  NF’s  co-op  ed  program  provides 
an  avenue  for  combining  his  concerns,  interests  and  ambition.

CRAG  Cares  for  Human  Resources

1  t’s  needed  work  with  a  rough-sounding  acronym:  CRAG. 
The  “Civil  Rights  Action  Group”  provides  Beaverhead  NF  em¬ 
ployees  with  a  softer  service  than  the  abbreviadon  implies. 

According  to  the  group’s  chair,  Kelley  Liston,  two  dozen 
people  from  around  the  Beaverhead  conduct  CRAG  activities.  The 
entire  group  meets  five  or  six  times  a  year  to  plan,  fine-tune  special 
employee  programs,  and  advise  the  Forest’s  management  team. 

This  year,  the  group  sponsored  a  workshop  on  filling  out  SF- 
171  job  applications.  The  session  was  taped  and  transcribed,  so 
those  who  missed  it  can  still  take  advantage  of  the  tips  offered. 

CRAG  co-sponsored  a  session  on  stress  that  was  held  as  a 
family  potluck  at  Birch  Creek  Work  Center,  north  of  Dillon. 
Consultants  from  Bozeman  gave  talks  on  coping  with  stress,  both 
on  the  job  and  at  home.  Planned  for  the  fall  is  a  session  for  the 
general  public  on  getting  a  federal  job. 

The  group  keeps  several  projects  running  on  a  continuing 
basis.  All  supervisory  job  applicants  must  now  describe  their 
knowledge  of  the  Forest  Service’s  civil  rights  program  when  they 
respond  to  evaluation  criteria.  This  enables  a  selecting  official  to 
see  who  has  served  on  civil  rights  groups  before,  who  has  been 
involved  in  recruiting,  and  so  on. 

The  group  also  keeps  employees  informed  of  vacancies,  to 
encourage  a  diversity  of  applicants.  The  CRAG  umbrella  covers 
the  Federal  Women’s,  disabled  persons,  Asian  American,  His¬ 
panic  Employment,  and  Native  American  programs,  which  each 


have  information-dispersing  networks. 

But,  the  biggest  task  ahead  is  revising  the  Beaverhead’s  multi¬ 
year  affirmative  action  plan.  Kelley  said  the  new  plan  needs  to 
readdress  some  old  issues  and  attack  new  ones,  including  sexual 
harrassment,  retaining  recruits,  and  keeping  affirmative  action 
candidates.  A  new  Beaverhead  Civil  Rights  plan  will  determine 
how  to  meet  the  Chief’s  goals  for  a  more  diverse  workforce,  and 
focus  on  integrating  cultural  differences  into  the  “Forest  Service 
family,”  rather  than  simply  addressing  numbers  of  people.

Idaho  Rivers 
Symposium  Coming 

A  year  ago  the  25th  anniversary  of  the  Wild  and  Scenic 
Rivers  Act  was  celebrated  with  a  symposium  in  Washington  D.C. 
As  a  followup,  the  "Idaho  Rivers  Symposium:  A  Confluence  of 
Interests”  is  planned  for  January  12  and  13  in  Boise,  Idaho. 

The  Idaho  Rivers  Symposium  is  designed  for  anyone  who  uses 
or  loves  Idaho’s  rivers  and  streams.  It’s  an  opportunity  for  citizens 
to  learn  how  they  can  be  effective  participants  in  building  the  future 
of  Idaho’s  rivers.  It  will  bring  the  divergent  interests  of  river  users 
to  a  common  agenda:  the  future  of  our  rivers  and  streams. 
Recreational  users;  landowners;  and  agricultural,  timber  and  min¬ 
ing  interests,  while  each  holding  separate  views,  share  a  common 
objective  in  conserving  and  protecting  the  lifeblood  of  the  State. 
Through  this  symposium  all  can  improve  their  understanding  of, 
and  respect  for,  shared  rights  and  responsibilities  along  the  river’s 
edge. 

The  Northern  Rockies  Rivers  Project,  a  private  group,  is 
organizing  the  function.  Funding  is  being  provided  by  another 
private  organization,  American  Rivers,  Inc.,  with  13  Federal  and 
State  agencies,  conservation  organizations  and  recreation  organi¬ 
zations  serving  as  co-sponsors. 

Former  Secretary  of  the  Interior  Stewart  Udall;  U.S.  Repre¬ 
sentative  Larry  Craig;  Governor  of  Idaho  Cecil  Andrus;  and 
Professor  of  Environmental  History  Dr.  Roderick  Nash,  are  all 
confirmed  speakers.  Other  special  guests  invited  are  Chief  Dale 
Robertson;  Director  of  the  National  Park  Service  James  Ridenour; 
and  Director  of  the  Bureau  of  Land  Management  Cy  Jamison. 

The  agenda  foretells  a  stimulating  and  worthwhile  two  days 
with  topics  such  as  “River  Users  Speak  Out,”  “The  Payette  River 
Under  the  Planner’s  Microscope,”  “River  Photography  Work¬ 
shop,”  “The  Push  to  Designate,”  and  “The  Snake  River  from 
Headwaters  to  Confluence.”  The  symposium  fmishes  with  a  panel

Campaign  in  Progress 

issoula  County’s  Combined  Federal  Campaign  (CFC) 
began  October  16  and  will  continue  through  November  17.  The 
Combined  Federal  Campaign  is  a  once-a-year,  on-the-job  solicita¬ 
tion  of  Federal  employees  on  behalf  of  private  charitable  agencies. 
As  an  employee,  you  can  designate  which,  among  a  list  of  about 
400  national  and  34  local  charities,  you  would  like  your  contribu¬ 
tion  to  go  to.  If  no  designation  is  made,  your  contribution  will  go 
to  the  Principal  Combined  Fund  Organization  (United  Way).  They 
will  then  choose  charities  to  receive  these  funds  based  upon  their 
best  perception  of  community,  national  and  international  needs. 

What  you  give  need  not  depend  on  how  much  cash  you  have 
at  the  time  you  are  solicited,  because  of  a  payroll  allotment  plan  that 
helps  spread  your  gift  in  small  payments  over  a  full  12  months. 

The  CFC  goal  for  Missoula  County  this  year  is  $39,500,  and 
the  Forest  Service’  goal  is  $30,500.  Last  year  the  Forest  Service 
contributed  $29,577,  or  78  percent  of  the  total  CFC  goal  in 
Missoula  County,  and  of  that,  retirees  contributed  $1,745.

Tour  guests  included  Bill  Worf,  retired  Di¬ 
rector  of  Recreation,  Wilderness  and  Lands,  and 
Jack  Puckett,  former  Ranger  on  Powell  District.

Memorial  Held  For 
Smokejumpers

O  n  September  8,  a  memorial  was  held  at  Moose  Creek 
Ranger  Station,  in  the  heart  of  the  Selway-Bitterroot  Wilderness. 
It  was  a  memorial  in  remembrance  of  two  smokejumpers,  Gary 
Williams  and  John  Rolf,  and  past  Nez  Perce  Forest  Supervisor 
Alva  Blackerby  —  all  of  whom  perished  in  a  plane  crash  at  the 
site  on  August  4,  1959. 

The  Ford  tri-motor  they  were  traveling  in  was  surveying  the 
fire  situation  and  had  just  dropped  two  jumpers  at  the  Three  Links 
area.  While  attempting  to  land,  the  plane  was  hit  by  a  strong  gust 
of  wind  and  was  swerved  into  some  gas  barrels  at  the  side  of  the 
landing  strip,  causing  the  plane  to  explode  into  flames. 

Survivors  in  the  crash  were  Roland  Stoleson  and  pilot 
Herbert  Culver. 

A  bronze  plaque,  designed  and  molded  by  George  Cross  of 
Missoula,  has  been  set  in  place  on  a  rock  at  the  front  entrance  to 
the  Moose  Creek  Ranger  Station  administrative  building.

"Head  'em  up  .  .  .  Move  'em  out" 

Excerpts  hom  »  story  by  Bernard  Lea,  Realty  Specialist,

When  Bernard  Lea  was  asked  to  assist  with  the  1989  Great  Montana 
Centennial  Cattle  Drive,  he  jumped  at  the  chance.  Following  are  excerpts 
from  his  account  of  the  experience. 

"M 

J.  W  M.  y  great  adventure  began  on  August  3 1  and  lasted  until  Septem¬ 
ber  9, 1989.  It  was  the  ’89  Great  Montana  Centennial  Cattle  Drive,  and  it  was 
the  most  exciting  experience  I  have  ever  had!  I  airived  in  Roundup  on  August

31  to  assist  Wagon  Master  Gwen  McKittrick  in  organizing  the  wagon  train. 

“Wagons  were  assigned  to  “wagon  circles,”  which  were  identified  by 
colors.  There  were  ten  color  circles.  Each  color  included  people  from  a  group 
of  counties  somewhere  in  the  State.  For  four  days  I  worked  the  gate  entering 
the  wagon  staging  area  and  led  people  to  where  they  were  to  camp  until  we  left.... 
This  camp  was  approximately  300  acres  in  size,  so  we  used  our  saddle  horses  as 
our  mode  of  transportation.” 

“When  we  left  Roundup  on  Labor  Day,  September  4,  (for  Billings)  we  had 
188  wagons,  2,700  cattle,  3,200  riders  and  3,5(X)  horses.  (Lea  said  riders  moved 
the  cattle  in  bunches  of  300  head  while  on  the  highway,  and  gathered  them  into 
one  herd  for  the  rest  of  the  drive.) 

“The  drive  traveled  about  10  to  12  miles  a  day  for  six  days.  The  first  two

days  we  followed  the  highway,  and  the  remainder  of 
the  trip  was  cross-country,  with  short  distances  on 
county  roads. 

“There  was  live  music  every  night,  with  numer¬ 
ous  entertainers  providing  their  services.  There  were 
several  cowboy  poets  along  who  provided  some  of  the 
best  entertainmnet  because  they  made  up  poems  as  we 
went.” 

“I  have  never  been  associated  with  so  many  ‘can- 
do’  people  as  those  committed  to  make  this  drive. 
When  it  finally  got  down  to  the  grass-roots  type  people 
who  will  not  accept  the  ‘can’t  do’  attitude,  everybody 
went  to  work  and  the  result  was  a  total  success.  It  was 
very  satisfying  and  emotionally  rewarding  when  we 
rode  down  the  street  into  Billings.  We  knew  we  had 
done  what  some  said  couldn’t  be  done. 

“One  of  the  things  that  made  me  feel  good.. .was 
the  attitude  of  the  old  died-in-the-wool  cowboys.  I 
mean  those  who  grew  up  in  eastern  Montana  and  still 
describe  ranges  by  brands.  They  have  leathery  faces, 
gnarled  hands  and  don’t  say  much.  They  were  im¬ 
pressed,  and  those  folks  don’t  impress  easy!”

Forest  Hosts  Disabled  Russians

oviet  parliament  member 
Ilya  losevich  Zaslavsky  and  his  wife 
Alefkina  Nikitina,  both  disabled,  vis¬ 
ited  the  Hyalite  Challenge  and  shared 
a  poduck  dinner  with  about  35  mem¬ 
bers  of  the  steering  committee,  Gal¬ 
latin  NF  and  Gallatin  Empire  Lions 
Club  in  September.  The  purpose  of 
Mr.  and  Mrs.  Zaslavsky’s  three- week 
tour  of  the  U.S.  was  to  further  mutual 
understanding  of  the  American  and 
Soviet  systems,  and  to  develop  joint 
U.S  ./Soviet  initiatives  to  improve  the 
lives  of  people  with  disabilities  world¬ 
wide.  In  addition  to  Bozeman,  the 
Zaslavskys  planned  to  meet  with 
people  working  in  the  field  of  acces¬ 
sibility  for  the  handicapped  in  Green¬ 
ville,  South  Carolina,  New  Y ork  City, 

Chicago,  and  Berkeley,  California. 

The  2^slavskys  visited  some  of  the  accessible  features  of 
Hyalite  and  climbed  the  paved  braille  trail  to  Pallisade  FaUs.  When 


he  arrived  at  the  base  of  the  spec¬ 
tacular  waterfalls,  Mr.  Zaslavsky  said 
that  when  a  person  with  hmited  mo¬ 
bility,  like  himself,  is  allowed  to 
visit  such  a  natural  wonder  deep  in 
the  forest,  it  shows  that  society  is 
indeed  becoming  sensitive  to  the 
needs  of,  what  he  termed,  “the  pow¬ 
erless”.  With  some  emotion  he  asked 
for  a  small  branch  from  a  subalpine 
fir  and  a  pine  cone,  which  he  will 
take  back  to  Russia. 

After  an  American  potluck 
lunch  with  weenies  roasted  on  a  stick, 
homemade  baked  beans  in  a  dutch 
over,  and  cowboy  coffee,  Mr. 
Zaslavsky  shared  his  feelings  with 
the  group.  He  spoke  of  the  needs  of 
disabled  people  world-wide,  talked 
about  his  life  in  the  Soviet  Union,  his 
impressions  of  the  U.S.,  and  compared  how  each  of  the  two 
countries  address  problems  of  the  handicapped. 


Mr.  Zaslavsky,  in  chair,  begins  the  ascent  to  Pallisades  Falls  with 
assist  from  Kevin  Kelly,  State  Department  guide  assigned  to  the 
Russian  visitors. 
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
